I was wondering if the flower remedy practitioners might help me with trying to 
figure out what I need to alleviate allergies? They developed suddenly when I 
was 19 yrs old and wreak havoc on my life every year since. They come and go 
all year around. I have never been tested for the allergens but I suspect pollen 
and molds. I believe I've also developed an allergy to some wools in the past 10 
years. When I'm having a bad allergy day, if I see dust floating through the air, I 
sneeze, if I smell a strong smell, I sneeze, if I experience a sharp temperature 
change, I sneeze.

My first 
question to you would be what happened at 19 years of age? Usually there's a 









connection between the time an imbalance presents itself, and what happened in 
the person's life just prior to that. Was there something 'overpowering' (person 
maybe?) you weren't able to deal with? 

Allergies can be a way of keeping distance between yourself and others 
(unconsciously, of course ©) 

Typical flower remedies for allergies are Beech (sensitive to all the little things 
in life), Chicory (those who need this remedy 'can't get enough', whether it be 
love, or air to breathe), Rock Rose (for anaphylactic shock), Star of Bethlehem 
(for shock - it neutralises the freezing effect shock has on the cellular level of 
the body), Walnut (aura protection), Aloe (soothes inflamed situations and also 
seals holes in the aura), Dill (for those who are sensitive to their environment, 
but more so for sound, although it does provide a buffer-zone), Scleranthus 
would be beneficial as you mentioned allergies being triggered by extremes in 
temperatures (Scleranthus balances opposites, or energies that swing from one 
extreme to another, eg hormones). 

These are some of the remedies I use, but it depends on the cause and the 
person's story as to which apply to them. For example, if you lost your mother 
around that time, you would benefit from something like Mariposa Lily, if you 
did not receive nurturing and feel that that source has 'dried up'. 

If you're able to trace any trigger or possible cause of imbalance around the time 
these started, that would help me be more specific for you, as there are other 
remedies I would use in conjunction with some of the above, depending on what 
your unique situation is.

Yes, this could be quite personal in answering the details but I think I will give it 
a go here. I really think flower remedies are a great example of energetic 
medicine, incredible really, and most people aren't familiar with them. I love to 
leam about them and if my lesson can help others, then so be it that the whole 
world shall hear of my follies. At least they are in the past. ^ : If it becomes to 
sensitive, then I might resort to PM, but for now, public is OK, (but a fair 
warning to readers, if you don't want to hear the details, don't read the novel).

I can't believe how obvious it is. Yes, there was definitely an overpowering 
person who I was unable to deal with at the time—a short, intense, violent and 
passionate relationship, with liberal quantities of alcohol and drugs. We became 
engaged near to the end of the relationship (matter of fact, the engagement was 
part of the make-up ritual after a fight), but after the fight to end all fights, I left 
the state where I had been for about 5 years and "went home" 2000 miles away 
across the country so when you say "keeping a distance between yourself and 
others", it rings true in that aspect. However the allergies started when were 
together. 

I'll use the descriptions of the flower remedies you described to relate my story. 
"Sensitive to all the little things in life" is something that I can relate to. 
Definitely overly sensitive as a child, would cry at the slightest hint of a harsh 
word...definitely an approval seeker back then. I'm still sensitive to moods and 
environments and can't be in chaos, around negative people, or city life very 
easy. People say that my cage is rattled easily. I pick up on people's moods and 
take it into myself all too easily. I'm more confidant I used to be and at least 
have the self esteem to get away from people who abuse, manipulate or make 
me feel like crap. At 19,1 was still pretty emotionally needy and when He was 
in a bad mood, I couldn't just leave him be because I was sure it either had 
something to do with me or some need that I wasn't fulfilling for him. I had this 
thing in my head that if he wasn't happy, it was due to my inability to satisfy him 
and fulfill him. I was in a total servant mindset. Not right, not healthy. Then 
again, my dad was pretty demanding and often had taken out his frustration or 
anger on me by blaming me for not doing this or doing that saying it was the 





cause of his foul mood. 


At that time, that was 
certainly the way I approached life, overdoing everything because I couldn't get 
enough of the experience. The two of us approached the relationship like that, 
too.

About shock, I don't remember the exact order of events but I had never 
experienced domestic violence before.

'routine'. I'm probably wrong but please explain that to my subconscious. 

Other details about the time when the allergies started... I had just gotten a new 
boyfriend who had his own vehicle in good repair, a good paying warehouse job 
and a really nice apartment. I also came into a better job with better pay and 
more prestige than I'd had before (at his prodding that I deserved better than 
what I'd been getting because until then, I never thought I deserved anything but 
"whatever I could get" always settling for less). I'd been living away from both 
my parents for several years at that point and money and poverty were always an 
issue so I felt as if I had finally "arrived" now that I was in this new great 
situation. When the relationship got violent and abusive and alcohol and drugs 
were not used responsibly, I didn't know what to do because I was as much 
attached to him as I was the new lifestyle. Leaving wasn't a choice and I was 
clinging desperately to him and to it all "come hell or high water" because I 
wasn't going back to not having anything again. When the end did come, I 
suffered emotionally like longer and deeper than I've never suffered in my whole 
life, even up to this day, because the two of us really had formed a deep 
emotional bond (and they say teenagers don't really know what love is). I went 
back "home" and cried myself to sleep every night for 6 months and he got put 
in prison for 2 years on a drug charge. As I write, I'm really starting to think that 
the trigger might have been the first incident of violence with the hole in the 
wall. I think he brought home a pint of tequila after work. Maybe it was second 
incident. It wasn't too far into the relationship because I remember I started 



having allergies at my new job.

The only thing that I would be cautious about is fitting a seventh long pipe in the middle. 

Laozu Kelly says that a centre pipe interrupts the flow of Chi from within the device. 

In a regular six-pipe configuration like yours; there's a 'transmutation point' amidst the ring of pipes about 
a third of the way up from the base. 
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A centre pipe seriously disrupts the natural dynamics of the CB at this point. 

The powered crystal in the centre is no problem at all and there are many precedents of it adding 
considerably to the power of the device (just as long as it doesn't extend too far up the space between the 
pipes). 

Laozu designed his 'Torsion CB' with a seventh pipe in the centre but it is used to channel the EMR 
towards the top of the 'transmutation point' only.

The CB seems to be working more fluently with only the six pipes than with the 7th pipe added. 

Being an ICB; it'll work anyway pretty much whatever you do to it (even capping the pipes with metal) 
but as you've built it to the standard Croft configuration; you may as well take advantage of the dynamics 
associated with that set-up. 

I don't think there's any advantage to putting a pipe on the power wand anyway as it will super-charge the 
central pillar of POR anyway and from what I can see; the centre-pipe is a distinct disadvantage. 

When you add the crystals inside the pipes; they can't be capped anymore as the crystals need 'line of 
sight' with the target (chemtrail altitude) and the 'resonant cavity' effect is operable. 

In ICB mode; the pipes act in a similar way to a car radio 'whip' antenna but in Croft CB mode the pipes 
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work as 'wave guides' and channel the EMR down the insides to the crystals in the bases. 

Was the PW hooked up to a battery in the first shot you posted? 

If not; please post another photo with just the six pipes and the P W on.

yes you can polish your resin, this is what you do, if the surface is good just a little 
marred you can go over with 400 grit sand paper and polish it with a good car wax, if the 
surface is a bit too rough for that, sand it down a little with 220 paper and coat it with shellac, 
or poly

In the first days of Orgonite, probably 2000 or 2001, Don Croft (the Orgonite guru) said to get 
any shavings that you can, dirty or not will not make a difference, he was saying to remove 
the old cigarette butts from the shaving, but you really did not have to do that if you did not 
want to, so worry not about the dirt, it may even add something to the mix. You will make 
good looking Orgonite if you decide to have a business and sell it, otherwise you do not need 
to have it all prettied up 

If you need to make your Orgonite look good, first, it does not need to be a good looking 
piece to gift in nature, actually the worst it look the better, only if you will have that piece 
shown in your home or giving it to someone. 

So if your Orgonite is rough looking, do as Stephen said "double dip"!!!, make a small batch 
of resin with nothing in it, and put your piece in it and remove it, or brush it on, it should give 
you a fine finish 

As far as shells, put as many as you can in the Orgonite, it creates a good spin

I've 
just ordered some 24K Gold Leaf to go in my pieces. 

I don't know why he said that (Hey, Steve- Why?), but here are my thoughts. 

Gold Leaf is very lightweight. From what I have read, the proportion of resin to metal in 
Orgonite should be about 50/50 by weight. 

So I am looking for other metals to fulfill the weight/metal requirement, but I want the Gold 
vibe in there too. 


























I do not want the Gold Leaf to form any kind of a barrier, so I will have to break it up and, 
since Gold Leaf sticks to the skin, it will have to be handled with an instrument other than my 
hands. 

I am taking the approach of putting in the materials for what I want the piece to do, then 
adding whatever is necessary to make the Orgonite 'work'. 

I hope to be building soon. I am impatient to begin, but I have a few more things to work out, 
then I have to find them and get them in here.

First you approach the Orgonite and Plasterite in a 3D manner and at this point we will see the 
Orgonite as a self actuated capacitor, and the Plasterite as yet somewhat of a mistery 
Second if you approach the devices on an energetic level we will have to consider the crystals 
and their characters then allow for that to "modulate" our devices very specifically, at that 
point the base energy of the Orgonite is only the carrier of the various crystal energies, and 
the Plasterite a carrier/broadcaster of all the crystal energies that we put in. 

Now, as tested, the Plasterite vibrating on all levels of creation will penetrate deeply distant 
wise, it probably use the higher levels to broadcast the lower one much further.

Hi. I have some thoughts about silver leafs that i want to shear. I have used silver in orgonite 
and as i understands it silver kills the flow. In some ways energy cant travel thru silver, so its 
maybe not so good to have only silver in your orgonite, it would be a kind of constipated 
piece. But that dont mean silver is not good to use. 

I have been making experiments, trying to direct the flow in different ways, isolating in 
different ways, and for this silver is great. In this work i have also learned that aluminum and 
copper can direct and carry the energy better than steel or iron that tends to lose it everywhere 
and brake it up. So for coil use aluminum or copper, steelwire would just dont carry the 
energy in the swirls you bend it, but just leak it everywhere. But this i guess is nothing new...

Depending on the size of the shell you may have one or two chambers, on the large shells you 
will have one in the bottom and one on the top, on the small one, 1/4" to one inch you likely 
will have one at the end. 

When I use the small shells, I put them in the same bucket with the plaster the sand and the 
water and stir everything together, so with the mixing motion the shells are partially filled 
with the Plasterite, but never completely, at the end of each shell there is always a small 
amount of air trapped, that gives your resonant chamber. 

Within the Plasterite we already have a gazillion of resonant chambers in the structure of the 
Plasterite in it self, what we are doing with the shells is giving the energies a spin in a perfect 
Phi ratio, making it go further. 

When you fill a large shell after everything cures, I have found the energies come out of the

Kirlian imaging only picks up and shows certain frequencies. An example is, it won't pick up 
and show audio frequencies, etc.

Oh yes I recycle every pieces that do not get use, if the piece is large enough, such as this 
cone I will put in large pieces , I have no waste what so ever, you can break the larger chunk 
into small, but you dont have to do that, what I have found is the broken pieces would be dry 
and wants to float on top like a cork, but within a minute or two the plaster is hard enough 
where as the pieces pushed down will not be coming back up 

As far a getting a large cone, ask Stephen He shall tell you how to obtain one of those 

To stand that cone up to pour can be a challenge, I use one of those heavy cardboard tube that 
is used in concrete work, they are called "quick tube, or building forms", construction folks 
put them in the ground and pour concrete in it so to have like a round column in the earth 
without the concrete going all over the place, have the store cut it just a few inches longer 
than the confiscated cone, and sit your cone in it upside down. 

At the end of your cone put a few layers of duck tape 

You do not have to use any release agent with the cone 

When your cone is poured, wait couple of hours, then carefully lay it down and turn it right 
side up, and leave like this, It has been my experience that the Plasterite will fall out of the 
cone all by it self after a day or two 

Plaster, sand, pillowed water and intents is all you need, try not to have that piece near your 
sleeping quarters, you will be so energized that you will not sleep, so keep it at a distance, but 
that may not even do it.oh well couple of sleepless nights, no problem

3 Gallons of water 

Heavy on the sand (about 6 or seven cups), less if you like

Some larger crystals, 5 like in a HHG 

Pour the thing in 2 batches, 3 if it is toooo hard to stir, just pout the next batch on the top of 
the last

Tony those balls Have been in my 4 gl container that we use for the drinking, and they must 
be three by three, so I put 18 in the container just to make sure, HOWEVER there are a 













few things to make clear about water, no pun intended, I have not been able to make water 
taste as well as when I sit it on a piece of stone/mica that I found near here, after being on 
that stone for 30 or so minutes the taste is extremely smooth, almost oily, (Tony you have 
such a stone), I have tried to charge water with Orgonite, nano, those prill beads, shungite, 
also those balls, but nothing will give as smooth a water as that stone. 

I have discussed that with a PHD friend of mine and he said that the stone may have some 
para magnetism in it, if this is correct, it show that a very small and weak thing can create

So the pictured new mix is sans any crushed metal or crushed crystal. New mix is plaster, 
charged water (3 minutes in blender on high, w/rare earth mags opposite each other, source 
bottled spring water), store bought sand (from Michaels Craft), some sea salt, and clear quartz 
crystal in center of each piece, surrounded by four smaller quartz crystals in each direction, all 
facing same direction, on same center level, and pinches of several powdered resins from 
myrrh, frankincense, amber, and dragons blood. All to boost protection and well being. Tap 
water, here in Maryland, turns yellowish color after 3 minutes in blender, and changed the 
color of my 1st and 2nd batches. Last batch was bottled spring water spun up, no color change 
but "thickness" did alter it seemed. Mixing all together was a delightful mess, still have stains 
on carpet to clean up. Now that I've started to using a very fine grade to sand down the uneven 

bottoms, I've discovered even more ways to get plaster on everything I own! LOL #OH

Alright, for the regular Orgonite: 

Two kind of matrix, one is the polyester resin, and the other is epoxy resin, one (the polyester 
smell terrible and is toxic) the second (epoxy) do not smell 

The price of the two is about the same from US composites, except for the really inexpensive 
polyester resin that is roughly $25 per gal. as the other polyesters and epoxy are in the same 
price range 34 to 38 per gallon, when you buy a greater quantity they wont charge you as 
much, I just got 10 gal of epoxy : one to one ratio thick epoxy#150 for $278, that makes it $27 
per gallon, if you get only one gallon it will cost you $38, so considering all factors, I rather 
use the epoxy. 

For the metals you have many choices, but the smaller the better, any oxides will work 
especially well, but at this point you must use crushed crystal for thorough dispersion, 
otherwise a single block crystal is not going to give you the full strength within the device, to 
get the oxide really cheap go there: 

httn://www.ecrater.com/p/3572285/30-lb- ... xide-fe3o4 

This is the place where you will find the iron oxide at $1 per pound, and these are the best 
prices, you can mix with it some metal shavings, no problem, with or without. 

If you are going to do only with the powder, one thing to remember: you will not need that 
voluminous of a device because with the powder it is quite strong. 











For the proportions, this is what I do, say I am going to make a few pendants; in a small 
container, such as an old yogurt container, you will put 1/2 a cup to 3/4 cup of resin (mixed) 
so if you use a one to one ratio of epoxy, you would put in 1/4 cup of one and 1/4 cup of the 
other, mix them really good before you put in anything else 

Then ad your oxide and your crushed crystals one to one: one Tbsp of oxide, one Tbsp of 

crushed crystals....two of oxide, two of crystal.... three of oxide.in other words, equal 

amount of each, when the mixture is thick and a little difficult to stir, this is when you pour it 
in the molds. 


For mold to make nice pendants you can use the mini muffin molds, there is 24 small muffins 
hole in it, so you can pour (with a 1/2 cup resin) about 6, do not fill them or they may be too 
thick to have hanging around your neck. 

When you do devices with epoxy it is good to always have another container ready to receive 
your extra resin, like a large cone, and after awhile it will be all filled up then you have 
another device without wasting anything. 

Are you OK with what to do for lubricating your mold, if not let me know and we shall help 
with it 

If you can get silicon molds they are the best since you do not have to lubricate them

Not sure what you mean by "one to one ratio of epoxy". Are you describing the 1:1 as in 
resimhardener mix? or a layering process, say 1/4 cup of resin/hardener+oxide to 1/4 cup of 
resin/hardener+crushed crystals, then when they start to thicken, pouring both in the mold one 
at a time?

Welcome! 

At US Composites, you can use the EB polyester resin which is cheaper. It is a brownish 
green resin. By the time you pay shipping on 1 gallon, you could have paid the same amount 
at Autozone or Walmart for their Bondo brand resin. They work just the same but the EB 
resin is a bit higher quality meaning a touch easier to work with. With poly resin, you use a 
liquid MEKP catalyst that is measured in drops. 

Josh has also had good luck with epoxy which is what he was describing. The catalyst for 
epoxy is a thick liquid and mixes in like a 1:2 ratio or something like that. He's the expert 
there. 

This may sound nutty but I was thinking of making muffin size regular orgonite with the 
epoxy and another set using separate muffin molds for the plaster version since the hardening 
time is different. And hopefully be able to compare the vibes of epoxy to plaster. 


I think this is a stellar idea. The plaster concept is relatively new and it is exciting to hear 
people's response in a side by side comparison.

The price that you have looked at is correct except that when it quoted the price for one 
gallon; it is one gallon of each, hardener and epoxy, so you would get 2 gallons for that price, 
the same for the 10 gal deal, you would get 20 gallons for that price ($ 498), this is the kind of 
epoxy where the amount of hardener and epoxy are the same. 

Mixing the epoxy, measure equal amount of hardener and epoxy (one to one ratio) 

Mix thoroughly 

Ad your oxide and crushed crystals 
When it is thick pour it in the molds 

One of the benefit that I find with this (one to one thick epoxy 150) is that it gives me a long 
time to work, because according to the temperature it will take 8 to 12 hours to harden, Some 
of the polyester resin will harden within a half hour 

For the plaster you use only some crushed crystal, plaster and water, no metal ( or just a pinch 

of copper powder but not no necessary)and it will harden within a half hour 

For the Orgonite you use resin, metal and crystal

This is a photo of one of my first pieces of resin orgonite with powdered zinc oxide, steel 
wool, shungite stone, clear quartz, pink sparkly mica and metal shavings. My husband who is 
quite skeptical drew my attention to the fact that where the orgone was placed created a 
rejuvenation of the oxidised rusty surface of his grafting table. We moved the orgone to 
another part of the table, and the same results have occured. This is over a couple of months 
also..

I’ve also placed out some plasterite pieces in my herb garden in the backyard. Plasterite is a 
more user friendly way of creating orgone-lilce subtle energy.

Orgonite function more as capacitor than as a piezo electric from the compression of the 
crystal by the resin, I think that this compression story is just that: a story trying to think of a 
way the Orgonite is working and not knowing. 

The Orgonite is a static condenser (works by itself), the metal accumulate a charge from 
existing environmental EMF, get saturated, brings all the energy to zero point and broadcast it 
back as Chi, and do it again and again, but only to a point, many of us have seen where the 
Orgonite was not working at all where EMF were very strong, such as an "smart meter" or 
living too close to a cell phone tower. 

Don Croft explained some 10 years ago that the towers were only working at 15% capacity, 
that may be true and that may be why the Orgonite is working around the towers, but if and 
when they turn those towers to 100%, I dont think the Orgonite will be doing too much. 

The Plasterite works on a much higher frequency, likely involving all true colors of the 
spectrum, it necessitate no metal only plaster and crystals or quartz sand, it produces energy 
that not all people can feel, but it nevertheless will clean up the sky and do much more, beside 
being inexpensive, it is easy to work with, but I am not pushing anyone to do Plasterite, just 
know that most of the Orgonite groupies will not look kindly if you do 

You can see from the posts on this forum the many success stories that the people are having 
with Plasterite, make some and see for yourself what results you are getting 

The Plasterite has such a fine frequency, that I would not want to mix the two, both are valid, 

but not in the same soup

Hi Josh. 

I agree than Plasterite and Orgonite are two quite different things and that for a long time; 
nobody had the faintest idea how Orgonite worked. 

Orgonite is actually an Inductor and not a Capacitor at all. 

It simply drains off the ambient ElectroMagnetic Radiation (as you point out) and 
concentrates it. 

The crystal component in Orgonite is there to convert the accumulated current (EMR) into 
heat through ‘Electrostriction’ which is a property shared by many crystal materials (as is its 
converse; the Piezoelectric effect). 

Orgonite with no crystal at all (as with Karl Welz’s version) does work but very weakly (or 
slowly if you prefer). 

It converts the EMR into heat simply due to its concentration inside the Inductor matrix. 

So if Orgonite doesn’t convert DOR into POR; where does the Positive ORgone in the area of 
an Orgonite device come from? 

The natural polarity of the Etheric Field is a positive one. 

This positive field is responsible for the existence and continuing good health of all life on 
Earth. 

For this reason; all living things begin to fall ill when the etheric field is disrupted and turns 
negative (by the introduction of EMR for instance). 

When our Orgonite drains off the EMR; the negative influence on the ehteric field is removed 
and it returns to its positive state. 

This gives the understandable but mistaken impression that Orgonite is directly converting 
DOR into POR.

The correct mixture for plaster: Two plaster to one and one half water: 2 gallons plaster + 1 
1/2 gallon water, mix quickly and pour quickly as well, it will start to harden within a few 
minutes. 

Your next assignment: an extra large traffic cone 

One 251b bag of plaster, that should be about 4 gallons (plus or minus a little) 

3 Gallons of water 

Heavy on the sand (about 6 or seven cups), less if you like 
A bunch of any stones that you like (3 or more hand full), less if you like 
Some larger crystals, 5 like in a HHG 

Pour the thing in 2 batches, 3 if it is toooo hard to stir, just pout the next batch on the top of 
the last 

Dont forget to tape shut the end of the traffic cone 

OK ....you have 10 minutes to completion.we are waiting for the picture....

Hi Josh. 

Your analogy of Orgonite as an 'etheric cleanser' is a good one. 

Filters can become overwhelmed by the sheer quantity of dirt to be removed before 
cleanliness is achieved and there must be a limit to how much EMR can be neutralized by any 
one piece of orgonite. 

Another factor is the frequency range of the EMR being neutralized. 

My first pieces of orgonite were made with cut-up stainless steel scrubbing pads and they 
definitely worked but not very well. 

I think that this was due to the fact that the spirals were far too uniform in size, shape and 






thickness. 


Better is the wide range of shapes and sizes of metal shavings that one gets from machine- 
shop swarf. 

Each different size, shape and thickness (and even metal type) will induct EMR of a different 
frequency and with varying levels of efficiency so the wider the range of sizes and shapes the 
better. 

The scrubbing pad orgonite was probably neutralizing a narrow range of EMR frequencies 
very well but to the exclusion of all the other frequencies. 

These technical considerations are essential to making efficient orgonite but lack the magical 
(even mystical) aspects so often associated with orgonite and the profound effects of detailed 
changes in the etheric field. 

These extraordinary effects are not denied in the quest for technical efficiency; they simply 
operate parallel to the technical considerations involved in EMR removal. 

When the etheric field is restored efficiently to its positive state by our little 
inductor/converter matrix; a powerful area of POR exists around the orgonite. 

This POR field amplifies the effects of specific stones and stone combinations and can be 
channeled by the use of coils and terminated crystals. 

These elements are not essential for the neutralization of the EMR and the restoration of the 
positive etheric field but they can enhance it very strongly and in magical and mysterious 
ways. 

This area of etheric research is still wide open and cannot be addressed in purely technical 
terms. 

It will continue to require the essential feedback from energy-sensitives that it alway has. 

In the absence of a technical understanding of what Plasterite is doing; energy-sensitives will 
be needed here too.

G;day again, I figured as I'd be away for a while, it would be nice to let a couple of my big 
pieces off the leash outside, instead of being wasted in my metal shed, but needed 
weatherproofing.. So set up the radionics plates, with a cone on top and liberally painted the 
outer layer with a couple of layers of resin. 






This piece had alternate layers, the thinner ones loaded with paramagnetic rock chips, the 
thicker disks each had a triangle of quartz points plus beach sand. 

Iv'e posted more detail before, but the unit felt quite happy out in the sunshine . 

The next piece was the first extra-large cone...( see previous post) and was loaded with high 
energy , synergy of 12 combo in the top third ( from the Book of Stones ) 

.Also had a huge quartz point in the centre , seashells , a few other goodie plus some copper 
powder. Wasn't aware of the bonus of sand in those days. As soon as the resin hit the plaster, 
it turned green, due to the copper powder. ...mmm, I thought...camoflague ? Anyway , it got 
two seperate coats of resin and has found a home sitting in a pretty rockery, surrounded by 
seashells , picture rocks and lush plants next to the family pool. Before I placed it, I sat it next 
to the owner and said put your hand on this and tell me what you feel. She immmediately 
picked up the deep vibration., .so much more than a tingle of holding an orgonite.. Well, I 
think it too will be happier now, working with the elementals and charging the area.

In the first days of Orgonite, probably 2000 or 2001, Don Croft (the Orgonite guru) said to get 
any shavings that you can, dirty or not will not make a difference, he was saying to remove 
the old cigarette butts from the shaving, but you really did not have to do that if you did not 
want to, so worry not about the dirt, it may even add something to the mix. You will make 
good looking Orgonite if you decide to have a business and sell it, otherwise you do not need 
to have it all prettied up 

If you need to make your Orgonite look good, first, it does not need to be a good looking 
piece to gift in nature, actually the worst it look the better, only if you will have that piece 
shown in your home or giving it to someone. 

So if your Orgonite is rough looking, do as Stephen said "double dip"!!!, make a small batch 
of resin with nothing in it, and put your piece in it and remove it, or brush it on, it should give 
you a fine finish 

As far as shells, put as many as you can in the Orgonite, it creates a good spin

Linda, if you like a little more time to work, use the epoxy instead of the polyester resin, 
depending on the kind of epoxy you can have one to 4 hours to work with the mixture, also 
there is no smell, the polyester resin is rather toxic and better done outside, you can do the 
epoxy inside: no smell, the epoxies come in different mix, you can have one where you mix 
half and half, some are one to four ratio, many to choose from, I like the half and half, unless 
it is very warm weather, it will give me couple hours to change the pattern of the crystals if 

need be.but the big deal for me is NO SMELL

First, Plasterite and Orgonite are two very different animals, they do not work on the same 
principal; 

Orgonite function more as capacitor than as a piezo electric from the compression of the 
crystal by the resin, I think that this compression story is just that: a story trying to think of a 

















way the Orgonite is working and not knowing. 


The Orgonite is a static condenser (works by itself), the metal accumulate a charge from 
existing environmental EMF, get saturated, brings all the energy to zero point and broadcast it 
back as Chi, and do it again and again, but only to a point, many of us have seen where the 
Orgonite was not working at all where EMF were very strong, such as an "smart meter" or 
living too close to a cell phone tower. 

Don Croft explained some 10 years ago that the towers were only working at 15% capacity, 
that may be true and that may be why the Orgonite is working around the towers, but if and 
when they turn those towers to 100%, I dont think the Orgonite will be doing too much. 

The Plasterite works on a much higher frequency, likely involving all true colors of the 
spectrum, it necessitate no metal only plaster and crystals or quartz sand, it produces energy 
that not all people can feel, but it nevertheless will clean up the sky and do much more, beside 
being inexpensive, it is easy to work with, but I am not pushing anyone to do Plasterite, just 
know that most of the Orgonite groupies will not look kindly if you do

Hi Josh. 

I agree than Plasterite and Orgonite are two quite different things and that for a long time; 
nobody had the faintest idea how Orgonite worked. 

Orgonite is actually an Inductor and not a Capacitor at all. 

It simply drains off the ambient ElectroMagnetic Radiation (as you point out) and 
concentrates it. 

The crystal component in Orgonite is there to convert the accumulated current (EMR) into 
heat through ‘Electrostriction’ which is a property shared by many crystal materials (as is its 
converse; the Piezoelectric effect). 






Orgonite with no crystal at all (as with Karl Welz’s version) does work but very weakly (or 
slowly if you prefer). 

It converts the EMR into heat simply due to its concentration inside the Inductor matrix. 

So if Orgonite doesn’t convert DOR into POR; where does the Positive ORgone in the area of 
an Orgonite device come from? 

The natural polarity of the Etheric Field is a positive one. 

This positive field is responsible for the existence and continuing good health of all life on 
Earth. 

For this reason; all living things begin to fall ill when the etheric field is disrupted and turns 
negative (by the introduction of EMR for instance). 

When our Orgonite drains off the EMR; the negative influence on the ehteric field is removed 
and it returns to its positive state. 

This gives the understandable but mistaken impression that Orgonite is directly converting 
DOR into POR.

The correct mixture for plaster: Two plaster to one and one half water: 2 gallons plaster + 1 
1/2 gallon water, mix quickly and pour quickly as well, it will start to harden within a few 
minutes. 

Your next assignment: an extra large traffic cone 

One 251b bag of plaster, that should be about 4 gallons (plus or minus a little) 

3 Gallons of water 

Heavy on the sand (about 6 or seven cups), less if you like 
A bunch of any stones that you like (3 or more hand full), less if you like 
Some larger crystals, 5 like in a HHG 

Pour the thing in 2 batches, 3 if it is toooo hard to stir, just pout the next batch on the top of 
the last 

Dont forget to tape shut the end of the traffic cone 

OK ....you have 10 minutes to completion.we are waiting for the picture....

Hi Josh. 

Your analogy of Orgonite as an 'etheric cleanser' is a good one. 

Filters can become overwhelmed by the sheer quantity of dirt to be removed before 
cleanliness is achieved and there must be a limit to how much EMR can be neutralized by any 
one piece of orgonite. 

Another factor is the frequency range of the EMR being neutralized. 

My first pieces of orgonite were made with cut-up stainless steel scrubbing pads and they 
definitely worked but not very well. 

I think that this was due to the fact that the spirals were far too uniform in size, shape and 
thickness. 

Better is the wide range of shapes and sizes of metal shavings that one gets from machine- 
shop swarf. 

Each different size, shape and thickness (and even metal type) will induct EMR of a different 
frequency and with varying levels of efficiency so the wider the range of sizes and shapes the 
better. 

The scrubbing pad orgonite was probably neutralizing a narrow range of EMR frequencies 
very well but to the exclusion of all the other frequencies. 

These technical considerations are essential to making efficient orgonite but lack the magical 
(even mystical) aspects so often associated with orgonite and the profound effects of detailed 
changes in the etheric field. 

These extraordinary effects are not denied in the quest for technical efficiency; they simply 
operate parallel to the technical considerations involved in EMR removal. 

When the etheric field is restored efficiently to its positive state by our little 
inductor/converter matrix; a powerful area of POR exists around the orgonite. 

This POR field amplifies the effects of specific stones and stone combinations and can be 
channeled by the use of coils and terminated crystals. 

These elements are not essential for the neutralization of the EMR and the restoration of the 
positive etheric field but they can enhance it very strongly and in magical and mysterious 
ways. 

This area of etheric research is still wide open and cannot be addressed in purely technical 
terms. 

It will continue to require the essential feedback from energy-sensitives that it alway has. 





In the absence of a technical understanding of what Plasterite is doing; energy-sensitives will 
be needed here too.

G;day again, I figured as I'd be away for a while, it would be nice to let a couple of my big 
pieces off the leash outside, instead of being wasted in my metal shed, but needed 
weatherproofing.. So set up the radionics plates, with a cone on top and liberally painted the 










outer layer with a couple of layers of resin. 



This piece had alternate layers, the thinner ones loaded with paramagnetic rock chips, the 
thicker disks each had a triangle of quartz points plus beach sand. 

Iv'e posted more detail before, but the unit felt quite happy out in the sunshine . 

The next piece was the first extra-large cone...( see previous post) and was loaded with high 
energy , synergy of 12 combo in the top third ( from the Book of Stones ) 

.Also had a huge quartz point in the centre , seashells , a few other goodie plus some copper 
powder. Wasn't aware of the bonus of sand in those days. As soon as the resin hit the plaster, 
it turned green, due to the copper powder. ...mmm, I thought...camoflague ?

The shellac drys in a minute, the first coat will disappear quickly in the dried plaster, and to 
see the shine you will have to coat it about thee times. 


The shellac is natural, it is made with bugs , I like it since it dry so fast, it will come in 
different weight, called 30 lb or 40 lb cut, and this has to do with the amount of dissolved bug 
material in a solvent, I have not seen it in powder form to be dissolved, all I can get is the 
already prepared mixture. 

So You should be able to get the children to use it, also if it is hot where you are, by the time 
you finish the second side of your HHG, the first one will be dry, so basically you can shellac 
the whole device and keep on going for a second coat without stoping. 

I am most interested in what the children will say 

IMPORTANT: after you use brushes with shellac, it will clean spotless with ammonia, even if 

you forget a brush and do it the day after

Forgot; depending on the size of your plaster pieces the drying time will vary , some of the 
larger one : cone 8 inches in bottom 3 inches at the top and 18 inches tall will take a week to 
dry before shellac, an HHG may take a day or two depending how hot the environement. this 
may be the only draw back with the plaster, you can demold them rather quickly (much 
quicker than resin), but it will stay moist for a while, but the results in the quality of the 

energies is worth the wait

There are on the market some products that will make your Plasterite water resistant, but only 
for a little while, eventually the moisture is going to get in and screw things up, in order to gift 
the Plasterite in nature or in water this is what I do: I have a small vacuum machine to 
preserve food such as beans, flour.etc... 

so I take a piece of Plasterite and put it in the vacuum, and when I am finished I put in another 
bag and vacuum that as well, so it is in two vacuumed bags, totally water proof!! 

My lady has been painting various things on the devices and I am quite certain it will keep the 
pieces nice as long as they are in the house, you can paint them with Shellac that will protect 
them, but not 100% for outside. 

I do not know of anyone coating the plaster with Orgonite, that would be a good idea if you 
keep your metal as an oxide size particles, and your crystals crushed very fine, so to be able to 
paint with it. 

As far as mixing plaster with Orgonite, we are all doing it because plaster is Selenite, and we 
all put Selenite in the Orgonite

Maria, I'm new to orgonite myself, but thought I'd share (if it hasn't already been mentioned, 

and you may already know ) that as plaster hardens it gets very hot, so I'm not surprised 
the thick glass has broken. I used to make plaster molds for ceramics, so came across that 
then. Maybe if any thick glass molds were heated, they wouldn't crack so easily? In making 
molds (for ceramics), I'd put the plaster on the outside of the item, not inside as in making 
plasterite orgonite, so I didn't have the expansion issue that seems to be happening. 

this information may be extremely useless ... hope not, though ... 

I like the energy of the one that is out of the mold ... it feels clear and clearing ...

Those are gorgeous!!! Truly!!! I too have broken one glass mold, uh, make that three, now 

that I count truly... lol One large one. I got one creation out of the mold, I'm using it to 

charge a bottle of water right now.... I'm not sure what my final product may look or feel 
like, but I just tried using my first plasterite charged water in creating a new batch. I am going 
to buy some turtle car wax or such shortly and tippy toe into using a glass piece as a mold. 
The short 4 ounce glass I used in my first try was a perfect size of sorts, and it shattered that 

glass quite easily. Oh well. Plastic bowls from the dollar store seem to be working well 
too, don't require any release agent it seems. 

Just in playing with finished pieces, I can really "feel" the energy expand when 2 or more 
pieces are brought together, often feeling that change of pressure in a room sensation, ears 
popping or closing. I had three stacked and it was incredible to feel how strong that was, and 
it was intense. This is fun, easy, cheap, and hasn't been cluttered with big definitions yet. I 
could see a slightly yellowish thickness to the water I sat on a piece for 2 days, that I used in 
making these latest pieces that are drying. So testing just what this new form called plasterite 
and discovering it usages is unlimited as well. 

That pyramid piece really rocks. What I found helps in sensing the energy is the brisk hand 
rub first, then the push/pull with palms facing, until you can sense your own energy field 
easily. Once that is done, just slow passes above the piece should give you a pressure or 
"something" to key in on. Once you find shell/fleld, you can tune in with hand or intention, 
and check out what is coming from it, on a personal visceral level with your energy body.

bluish color came from the blue urethane resin dye, which I bought earlier for coloring resin 
pieces... I guess, that it wasn't the right substance, as it did not dissolve completely, instead it 
primarily stayed on top of the mixture, but had pretty swirls to it. I would try to use some 
natural dyes next time... 

Interestingly there was some sort of reaction, which resulted in patches of warm turquoise 
colors, which I absolutely love... I think that might've resulted from the mixture of tee tree and 
eucalyptus oils, which I added, as well. It seems some ingredients caused a reaction, as the 

pieces, specially the big guy was very warm to the touch for more then half a day... I also 
added some of the minerals - chromium and zinc picolinates... Both of them have a strong 
cinnamon/tee tree oil smell now, as some of the herbs are exposed on the surface, patches of 
burgyndy red. I planned to paint them with swirls, but I am not too sure now ... 

The crystal point at the apex came as a pleasant surprise, as it wasn't intended. I covered the 
top cone opening with the tape (probably left it loose) and the crystal sunk to the bottom of 
the cone and out through the opening, but still was probably supported by tape, as the 
plasterite did not leaked through it. I will probably cut the top opening a little wider next time, 

for the crystal to show even more 

1 also think I added too much salt, as my proportions were: 

12 lb of plaster 

3 liters of water 

2 lb of Himalayan salt 
1000 ml of sand 


in any case it sparkles a lot from the salt crystals, especially when exposed to sun

Anna, in one of the book I read long time ago, the lady mention that for every pound of 
crystal you broadcast 100 miles what ever intention you may have written, but you will have

Oops.! I feel like I;ve jumped in looking like a know all. ! Ha ha 

My explanation...All the metal moulds I've used have their tempermental characteristics, 
mostly being a pain in the arse....Those little ones would be similar...especially if you are 
using 

epoxy resin , because it doesn.t shrink as much from my experience..at least polyester resin 

shrinks allowing easier removal.Josh is quite right about the coating the moulds and 

releasing by time in freezer...my pyramid moulds have had the cold treatment often, 
especially after a double dip session. 

Silicone moulds just peel off....magic.smooth shiney surface 

Glass moulds pop out with a couple of taps on a couple of thick books (absorb energy so not 
to break glass) ....ocassionally need freezer job, but not the norm. 

Steel/metal moulds , more often than not, need slamming out...ha ha, even after freezer. ! 
Maybe I'm doing something wrong...technique ? Just sharing . 

mmmmm.so your tackling technical difficult, multi-layer... with expensive materials 















on your first Pour !!!!!!!!!!!!!!!!!!!!!!!!!!! Wow , brave girl! Would love to be there ! 

Seriously, you'll get a better buzz.and a LOT of Experience ...a feel for it!.by starting 

simple. 

For a litre of resin, you can get about 12 Tb's or 6 Tb's and a couple of Hhg's. 

Better to get a heap of home made energy out there and trial techniques later..may save the 
expensives.!

Finda, I got a pile of silicone moulds from http://www.siliconemoulds.com/ .... got 8 for less 
than $1OOAUD, and that included postage ... from the UK ... 

silicone moulds are easiest... I got some deep heart-shaped ones that take longer to dry, and if 
taken out early have a bit of a smudge in places, but double dipping in silicone is much easier 
than anything else ... 

plastic party glasses have nearly always stuck, so I've chiseled them out with a screwdriver 
and hammer! w 


glass is good... 

I do a double coat of Turtle car wax polish on glass, and find that going over the silicone 
moulds with what's left on the rag minimises elbow grease to remove bits that stick ... it also 
negates the static issue, which is a hassle when using gold leaf, and also fine metal shavings 
from key-cutters ... it loves to stick to the silicone ... 

have also found that glass gives a nice shiny finish .... some metal moulds (my spoon rest dish 
is a beauty!) give a shiny finish to the orgonite, but others (like a brass bowl I have) gives a 
dull finish ... I give them a double coat of Turtle wax, too .... 

Stephen, the shallow bars you sent me to fiddle with for my art project were cut in half and 
drilled side-ways through one end to make a guy's pendant... had 4 boys needing to wear 

orgonite, so used what I had ... © 

I'm fiddling with a wooden dip dish at the moment for pendants, but it's not ideal.... have had 
to sand the oval-ish shapes then gave them a coat of WD40 (I think you call it inox?)... when 
they come out of the mould, they really smell! also, the grain still comes through, and they're 
dull, but kinda cool! trouble with shallow tapering sides is that first of all, they chip, and it's 
also hard to get metal bits in thin areas ... I don't have a lot of fine stuff (swarf), but have some 












key-cutting shavings, some aluminium swarf, and the rest is stainless steel that I have to cut 
into usable sizes. 

re different resins shrinking at different rates, would it be safe to assume that the less 
shrinkage, the less the crystal is squeezed and therefore, the orgonite wouldn't be as strong? 
reason I ask is that the place I get my resin from has clear resin for casting, and the guy said it 
would be better as it doesn't get as hot, so doesn't give off as much fumes, too .... my first 

thought was great! then I wondered if it would be as effective.

I thought it would be a good thing to start a new thread with the plaster, it may grow out the 
welcome post. 

Anyone desiring to look at the beginning of the plaster may go to the welcome thread. 

Today, I ran some experiments with what I call the Orgonite plus (some of you have pendants 
made of it) versus a same shape pendant made with plaster, crushed crystals and a pinch of 
copper powder, (for real may be half of 1/8 of a teaspoon), I wanted same size and shape to 
make an honest comparison. 

The people doing the testing were 6 women, all of them healers, energy workers, massage 
therapists two homeopathic doctors. 

They did not get to look at the devices, these were put in each hand and the question to them 
was: "what do you feel from one versus the other as far as life energy". 

I did this without having the ladies communicating between each other, so they did not hear 
any of the comments that was made. 

All of them felt the resin Orgonite within a few seconds as an electrical energy, some said 
strong energy. 

After a few more seconds, there was a raising of the eye brows and a new awareness coming 
to consciousness: they started feeling the plaster: " higher vibrations, in tune with the 4 upper 
chakras, open like a sun and vibrate in all directions" 

The resin Orgonite was more in tune with the 3 lower chakras, a much more grounding 
sensation.

, it means all of us can do it, the children can have fun with it an create new combination, 
powerful combination that we have not thought of and the kids are not allowed to have 
because they are too young to play with a dangerous substance such as the resin and the sharp 
metal shavings. 

There no mystery about the plaster it is simple to make and to obtain. 

Make a broadcaster with plaster and "bless" the grid and see how it feel, see how much blue 

sky you are able to have

Nepi get the regular plaster of Paris from Lows or Home Depot, get the stones from a bead 
store, it is good if they are small like the kind you would use on a bracelet, make the plaster 
with a little more water than the called for proportion (2 plaster and 1 water) put 1/3 of the 
plaster in the mold, put in some stones, another third, a bit more stones, and the rest with all 
the stones left. 

Use in it a little oxides that you have, chromium oxides, copper powder, or copper sulfate, the 
copper powder After a week of the plaster drying, you can paint it with some shellac at that 
point your device will be turning a wonderful shade of light green.

Yes it is possible, being a brand new site we are still polishing everything, I am going to see 
the web person on Tuesday and hopefully that picture problem should be resolve. 

As far as the pressure on the crystals, this piezoelectric effect is getting too much press, and I 
feel that it is way over rated, the way Orgonite work is this; 

It work just like a condenser: 2 pieces of metals with insulation in between, apply a charge, 
electrons get stuck/stored in between the metal within the insulator, in the condenser the metal 
is continuous and can be wired to receive and discharge, in the Orgonite the metal are totally 
self powered, receiving their charges from any EMFs in the surrendering area and sending 
back this EMF transformed into QI or life energy. 

The metals in the condensers are a long strip, in the Orgonite they are small independent 
particles 

The insulator in the condensers are a long strip of insulating material, in the Orgonite it is the 
resin that is acting as insulation 
The crystals focus and amplify

Hi Josh 

Wanted to try the plaster ,went to the hardware store ,4 lbs for $6.99 gosh that was high 
priced. Tried Wally World ,8 lbs for $5.88 now that was more like it. 

Anyway was excited to get something made. Read the mixing ratio's, come up with this is 
simple 1 water 2 plaster. Came up with the amount I needed and started mixing up a batch. 

To make a long story short ,when I came up with the pancake type thickness I was ready to 
pour, went to pour and it was already thickened up where it wouldn't pour so I added a little 
water to thin it out, and more water,and more water and still had to spoon it out into the mold 
, moved it around in the mold even adding more water to get it thin enough to add what I 
wanted into the matrix. 







I made 3 different pours and my results were the same. Is their some secret on how to mix this 
stuff up without it going nuts on me??? 

I poured this Sunday afternoon and its still mushy ,looks like in a couple more days it might 
be ready to take out of the molds, if it hardens at all?? 

Need some pointers on how to mix this plaster stuff ?? 

For whatever its worth, I asked a very gifted person about the use of the plaster, answer was 
Great. The Gemstones,coils,crystals or whatever you put into the mix is what makes it work. 
That is why just plain wall board isn't a generator of energy by itself. And yes plaster is just 
selenite . 


OK Gifter, what I have found with the plaster is that you must be fast, and I always add a little 
more water then what is called for, if the mix require one quart of water I will add one cup 
extra. 

Mix it quickly, put it in the mold, halfway put some stones, pour the rest and add the rest of 

the stones. Do not wait, as soon as it is mix: pour it; I have had plenty of false start myself ~ 
AS a rule it seems to harden within 10 to 20 minutes, and there is also a bit of heat generated, 
but not that much. 

I get my plaster from one of the two Home Depot or Lows, and I am paying $27 for 25 lb, I 
am certain that if I go to a construction supplier I will find it in 501b bags for not much at all.

Aho Brother Josh!! Thank you for guiding me to this new matrix for the creation of energy 
toys! After viewing the German website, I instantly fell in love with the energy they were 
producing. 

Today after running around with kids, I finally checked sources for plaster, found my Home 
Depot had a 201b bag for 16 bucks, so bought that a some shellac to finish with when dried. I 
think I messed up on the first one, the glass I used appeared to be cylindrical, but now I'm 
thinking the lip slightly curves in, so will see soon! LOL Worse case I brake this glass to get it 
out. I did spray and smear Pam on inside of glass prior to pouring in mix. 

I made more mix than needed, so scrambled and filled a large coffee mug and finally a paper 
cup, 4oz I think. That last I took one of my oldest muffins and filled bottom of cup first, slide 

muffin in and pressed down until it surged up and over it, then filled more till ran out. © 

I got creative on the mix itself. The plaster got mixed with some red pepper and lots of 
cinnamon, with a dash of garlic. Also one cap full of crushed/powder mixed crystals. Water 





came from charged water reservoir I have accumulated from various forms of natural water 
charging, and one mixed with plaster, I discovered I put too much water in... OOPS. Was way 
to watery. Threw in pinch of magnesium oil and stirred, added more fresh plaster and stirred, 
after pouring into mold and adding variety of small gems, garnet, green adventurine, and 
peridot, with quartz crystal (4) surrounding a cut bamboo length in middle. Added more 
plaster to cover top of bamboo, then added more of the above gems, then covered them with 
more plaster. 

I put in front of my room air cleaner that has a Himalayan Salt Crystal Lamp on top, and 
produces it's own ion mix to clean the air, so as they sat in front of that, the last ingredient was 

a few drops to each of Nag Champa oil. Yum! w 

They appear to all be dry, will wait till tomorrow to see about removing one. Room smells 
great. One in glass appears to have a mocha color to it, very nice. 


I got a lot more plaster and water out the wha zoo, so my father's day gift will be making 
some with kids tomorrow afternoon.

Here come the rescue w., we have been experimenting with different ingredients for the 
Plasterite in going further into simplifying the mixture, so here we are with a new formula that 
according to some very sensitive people is outstanding: mix your plaster with some beach 
sand, the proportions are in volume 4 liters of plaster for 350ml of sand. If your sand comes 
from a beautiful Cape Town beach nothing else to do If you have to buy your sand which 

would probably be washed then you will have to add some unrefined sea salt 'Pto dissolve in 
the water you will use for the plaster. You might want to have 41b of salt for 25 lb of plaster . 
You may add any crystals you want according to what you want to achieve with your piece 
for this particular event. Any shape will do (does not have to be a pyramid, actually better if 
not - old energy -). We are using all sorts of conical molds/glasses, vases, cooking molds, 

cake molds. We have posted all sorts of different shape and form for you to look at © 
viewtopic.php?f=2&t=6&st=0&sk=t&sd=a&start=30 









And this is what we have found to work the best for releasing the devices from the molds: 
wax your molds with just any car wax, then spray with silicon or any professional release 
agent (made with parafin), we have used a product call Pam (canola oil...not good) and does 
not result in the smooth surface, do not be fooled by this so ordinary plaster stuff it really 
works regardless what any pajama people are saying

I just finish pouring Plasterite, after having done a good bit of it for a few months, this is 
where I am for my proportions 

4 gallons of dry plaster 

5 cups of sand 

3 gallons of water 

One cup of sea salt mixed with the water 
Always add the plaster to the water. 

It will be much easy to do half of the recipe because that quantity gave me a full 5 gallon 
bucket, and it was VERY HEAVY, how ever this is what you need to pour a large traffic cone 
As everything is mixing (I use a drill and a paint thingy that goes on the drill) I put in about 
one quart (one liter) of very small sea shell 3/16" to 1/4" long, I feel that it help moving the 
energies in a perfect Phi. 

When I first started adding salt, I thought it had to be a great deal more, but it look like one 
cup (250ml +_) is enough 

The plaster, as you mix it, will look very liquid, dont be fooled, it will start hardening quickly 
even in your mix bucket, so get everything prepare in advance before you start mixing 
A soon as you pour your plaster in your mold you must be ready to add what ever you want to 
add, crystals, various stones, herbs etc... 

Now dont get any gray hair if you find your self with some plaster left over in your mixing 
bucket, it will get hard, then in your next batch, you simply add it to the mix, no waste

It took me a while, but here we go, my first batch of 
plasterite... 

Finally, my last part for a plasterite was purchased today (18 inches) traffic cone and a plaster 
of paris - 12 lb. Sand came from a local beach, as well as some stones and seashells. Filtered 
Water was charged with shungit for 5 days. Some stones were crashed (sprinkled with some 

Rescue Remedy, tha nks for the solution ^') others were whole. Here is a list of the 
ingredients: himalayan Salt, cinnamon, chilly pepper, cardamon, honey; few coral, garnet, 
cat's eye, camelian and ametrine beads; 2 larger tibetan lemurian quartz crystals, and 7 small 
lemurian crystals; sodalite, shungit stones, the rest are powdered/crashed: peridot, green mica, 
lapis, garnet, malachite, azurite, tiger eye, turquoise, rose quarts, pyrite yellow sulphur, 
verdite, amazonite, howlite, green fluorite, clear calcite and amethyst. I also added some 
selenite crystal points and some blue color to the mix. 

Final creations are drying up, feels hot to the touch, will see how long it will take to harden...

bluish color came from the blue urethane resin dye, which I bought earlier for coloring resin 
pieces... I guess, that it wasn't the right substance, as it did not dissolve completely, instead it 
primarily stayed on top of the mixture, but had pretty swirls to it. I would try to use some 
natural dyes next time... 

Interestingly there was some sort of reaction, which resulted in patches of warm turquoise 
colors, which I absolutely love... I think that might've resulted from the mixture of tee tree and 
eucalyptus oils, which I added, as well. It seems some ingredients caused a reaction, as the 

pieces, specially the big guy ^Pwas very warm to the touch for more then half a day... I also 
added some of the minerals - chromium and zinc picolinates... Both of them have a strong 
cinnamon/tee tree oil smell now, as some of the herbs are exposed on the surface, patches of 
burgyndy red. I planned to paint them with swirls, but I am not too sure now ... 

The crystal point at the apex came as a pleasant surprise, as it wasn't intended. I covered the 
top cone opening with the tape (probably left it loose) and the crystal sunk to the bottom of 
the cone and out through the opening, but still was probably supported by tape, as the 
plasterite did not leaked through it. I will probably cut the top opening a little wider next time, 

for the crystal to show even more w 




1 also think I added too much salt, as my proportions were: 

12 lb of plaster 

3 liters of water 

2 lb of Himalayan salt 
1000 ml of sand 

in any case it sparkles a lot from the salt crystals, especially when exposed to sun W

Kirlian imaging only picks up and shows certain frequencies. An example is, it won't pick up 
and show audio frequencies, etc. 

Kirlian can detect only a certain (relatively narrow) bandwidth. So don't worry about it. 

Now, just for my own info I'd like to see pix of water crystals frozen after or during exposure 
to Plasterite; Images like Dr. Wasaru Emoto does.

Question in making Plasterite: 

Does it make a difference when you pillow your materials first? 

Or what would be the stronger/powerful/higher bovis reading; the pillowed-1 st-all-materials- 
before-making plasterite vs the pillowed-after-the-plasterite-is-done 


You can pillow the device after you cast, it will polarize the whole thing into spinning the 
right way, 

The way I make the Plasterite now is like this: 

First I have a 1/2 gallon jar where I have a small piece of gold in it (a few gold leaves is all 
you need, you can get that at art supplies) in water 

Second I have another 1/2 gallon jar with many small crystals in it, probably couple dozen 
different one, in water as well 

sit those jars in the sun for a whole day, mine set in the sun all day every day, except when it 
freezes outside. 

Then in a 5 or six gallon container you mix: 

4 to five ounces of gold water 
4 to five ounces of crystal water 
-25 pound of plaster 
- one quart of beach sand 
-2 1/2 gallon of water 

To mix it I use a drill with a tool to stir paint, it is very quick, cast your plaster, it will harden 
within a 1/2 hour, but dont remove from the mold for a few hours. 

As it drys I pillow the whole thing, also after getting it out. 

Does this help ? 

If you need more let us know, Stephen and Gifter have poured large amount of Plasterite, and 
they also may have insights to share with you.

Hello Renjit 

First, Plasterite and Orgonite are two very different animals, they do not work on the same 
principal; 

Orgonite function more as capacitor than as a piezo electric from the compression of the 
crystal by the resin, I think that this compression story is just that: a story trying to think of a 
way the Orgonite is working and not knowing. 

The Orgonite is a static condenser (works by itself), the metal accumulate a charge from 
existing environmental EMF, get saturated, brings all the energy to zero point and broadcast it 
back as Chi, and do it again and again, but only to a point, many of us have seen where the 
Orgonite was not working at all where EMF were very strong, such as an "smart meter" or 
living too close to a cell phone tower. 

Don Croft explained some 10 years ago that the towers were only working at 15% capacity, 



that may be true and that may be why the Orgonite is working around the towers, but if and 
when they turn those towers to 100%, I dont think the Orgonite will be doing too much. 

The Plasterite works on a much higher frequency, likely involving all true colors of the 
spectrum, it necessitate no metal only plaster and crystals or quartz sand, it produces energy 
that not all people can feel, but it nevertheless will clean up the sky and do much more, beside 
being inexpensive, it is easy to work with, but I am not pushing anyone to do Plasterite, just 
know that most of the Orgonite groupies will not look kindly if you do 

You can see from the posts on this forum the many success stories that the people are having 
with Plasterite, make some and see for yourself what results you are getting 

The Plasterite has such a fine frequency, that I would not want to mix the two, both are valid, 
but not in the same soup ©

Yes the mix for the Plasterite is correct, of late I have been mixing only quartz sand in the mix 
and it seems to work as well, as well as Orgonite the quartz sand has been one of my 
ingredient in it: the energies are good. 

It has been one of my effort to trust Nature to give me what is needed to accomplish the goal 
of purification of energies in the environment, so all is becoming more and more simplified, 
for over a year now, I have been working with the hats of acorns, I found them to be natural 
amplifiers, I have made some devices with Orgonite, Plasterite, Pillows with as much acorn 
hats that I could put in, and found the broadcasting much improved, I am certain there are 
much surrounding each of us that could be used for the work we are doing.

After getting a mold pyramid 8 inch size and a traffic cone of 40 inch height, with other 
materials except for the quarts crystals which was ordered by Oct 11, 2011. It seems the 
delivery of crystals are delayed. I lost my patience as well. 

My plan is to make plasterite, 1 pyramid for my living room and one cone- for broadcasting. 
If beach sand and sea shells can replace crystals without much reduction in the POR 
conversion, I can start right now. kindly advise.

Thank you very much Josh for your prompt advise. 

Plasterite pyramid 8 inch size made with 5 no: locally purchased quartz crystals. Cracks 
already visible on the bottom dry surface. 

Plasterite cone of 30 inch height, made with sea shells as substitute for quartz crystals. Energy 
can be sensed in the room. 

Even though the total height of the traffic cone is 38 inches, I filled only up to 30 inches 
fearing that orgonite may not come out of the mold. 

Now if the POR output remains same with orgonite inside the traffic cone permanently, I can 
fill the traffic cone to 38 inch height and leave 

orgonite inside the mold as it is. This will be a protection to the orgonite inside while 
broadcasting also. And for the next, traffic cones can be purchased again. Considering the 
saving between plasterite and orgonite resin, purchase of traffic cone is not an issue. 

Kindly advise.

As you know, computer requires very less power and therefore 1.5 mm2 cable is okay 
and fridge requires 4 mm2 cable.

Congratulation on your first pieces, they look really good (you should have seen my first one 
yes you can polish your resin, this is what you do, if the surface is good just a little marred you can go 
over with 400 grit sand paper and polish it with a good car wax, if the surface is a bit too rough for 
that, sand it down a little with 220 paper and coat it with shellac, or poly 
To spray the mold I use the grilling high temp Pam, sometime the resin will get hot and this Pam 
works nicely

My first Broadcaster was a mini induction CB. wrapped with H'duty extension lead ,placed in 
salt water in a lidded bucket. It ran a digital clock and sometimes a pedistal fan 24 / 7. 

I noticed a strong, but pleasant orgone field instantly, I later replaced the CB with a purpose 
built very large cone.This was double dipped in resin to prevent salt water corrosion, which 
affected the previous CB.

I will try to recall my first experiences with it. I am really disappointed that my initial report from 
earlier this spring was removed without explanation on WM, actually the entire topic was removed. 

Let me preface this with explaining the device is like a huge HHG that is set up to backfeed orgone 
energy through the electric grid essentially gifting anyone who is on the same electric company. 

The device itself is about a 5-10 lb piece of orgonite made with the usual ingredients with added 
herkimer diamonds, iron oxide and the typical HHG crystal layout. (It has been hooked up for a few 
months now so I can't recall exactly what it weighs). There is a large gauge, heavy duty extension 
cord (waterproof contractor grade), coiled tightly around the large orgonite cone. This is all set down 
inside a bucket. Both ends of the extension cord reach outside of the bucket, and the male plug end 
connected to a standard wall outlet. The other end is just above the rim of the bucket. For 
convenience sake, the lid of the bucket was included but with two holes cut for both ends of the 
extension cord to poke out. Redmond red earth salt was included to make a saline water solution 
enough to almost cover the orgonite. The top of the orgonite cone sticks up out of the water a bit. I 
put the device in my kitchen so I could plug the refrigerator into it since it runs frequently at a higher 
wattage than a nightlight. I tried to decide between a low wattage device that was always on or a 
higher wattage device that ran intermittently and the second option won out. I hooked up a multi¬ 
way splitter to the end of the extension cord and plugged in a few other devices as well including a 
water fountain that always runs, and an orgonite device with mobius coil that is powered by a 15 hz 
frequency generator. I figured with these devices running just about constantly, it would provide 
plenty of backfeed opportunity to see results. 

I notified several of my friends who lived in town and only one was able to feel a difference. Easter 
Sunday this year was the first full day it was hooked up, I believe, (will repost the feedback from my 
friend). The weather was in the process of becoming spring so the other people could not decide if 
the improved mood, the cheerfulness, the sense of relief and well being was due to winter changing 
to spring or something else. So if you can imagine cold, dreariness, changing to warm brightness, 
well, that is what happened. I was totally on cloud nine for several days which is always what 
happens when I first bring new powerful orgonite devices into my home. I was running around crazy 
all amped up like I was high on speed or something. In my hyperdrive state of operating, I seemed to 
have a lot of self made disasters, spill, accidental mishaps, etc, and normally that stuff makes me just 
want to give up and go sit down and take a nap but during that first week, nothing, and I mean 
nothing seemed to phase my high. You wouldn't even believe how much stuff I was able to get done 
during that time. 

I also noticed around that general time frame that spraying was not occurring as frequently as 
before. When I finally did notice spraying, it seemed like it was gone within a very short time. It is still 
like that even two months later, or has it been 3 months? There is a part of town that gets sprayed 
very heavy all the time and it still happens but it just doesn't stay around. I wouldn't recognize a 
slyph if one sat down on top of me but what happens is the chems start to dissipate and some huge 
and awesome cirrus looking cloud formations start to occur. 

The resident dowser (now banned with no explanation) on the previous forum where this info was 
posted dowsed that the ambient energy of my region had been increased by 30-40% since the device 
was hooked up. I don't remember how large of a radius he said, though. The same person installed 
similar devices of his own in his region and experienced radical changes in the energy levels in his 











city. (I hope he will repost the info here soon)

On the old forum, I remember this Hooten gent, thats a long time ago, before 2005 You know I 
am quite certain that someone somewhere has though of doing this broadcasting idea, the important 
thing is that we do it since it appear to be working better than anything so far.

Why dont we start by making Orgonite a whole lot easier than what we have been doing : no metal, 

and no resin this is an idea that come from a gent from Germany, he is making Orgonite with only 

plaster and stones, some crystals and lots of other stones: garnet, peridot, amazonite.what ever 

stones feels good to you, in his mix he had about a dozen different stones. 

I have made plenty of plaster Orgonite ( anyone have a name for it ? may be plasterite?) the feel is 
very good from the report of sensitive peoples. 

It is easy to make, take a mold and put a bit of fat in it for release, mix your plaster (I put in a wee bit 

more water so to be very liquid) pour in your mold and add your stones.thats it!!!, now I have 

found that by putting in it a tablespoon of powdered copper per gallon of plaster will increase the 
energy coming out of it, but by it self it will do fine. 

Plaster is most inexpensive 
No smell 
No sticky mess 

The only thing is that you will not be able to do is put it outside, unless it is under cover, I always put 
a few coats of shellac on mines and it stay in good shape. 

I also found that by crushing the crystals I get a better dispersion of the stones and better output.

As far as a CB (Cloud Booster) is concerned I have found a most wonderful way to create a blue sky 
(on the same principle of the original Broacaster). 

Make a plaster piece, it can be as big as you like, put some shellac on it, for ease of cleaning, leave it 
inside your house, and wrap an electric cord around it, (get a inexpensive cord 20 feet long) wrap it ( 
dowsed 7 times) and plug a small light into it, night light, salt lamp or a string of Christmas light or 
anything constant. 

Repeat this procedure as many time as you can in your home,the more you do, the more Orgone is 
going into the power grid. 

Oh I forgot, If you want to put a little metal in your plaster you can put in couple tablespoon of 
copper sulfate, it is really fine and add good color, or any metal oxides to add variety of colors and 
happiness to the pieces and to your home 

This can be a fun thing to do with the children since plaster is harmless, let them use any type and 
shape of molds they wish (soap molds, cookie molds, any natural vessel). 

Let's make " Plasterite" a part of our environment and have it diffuse a powerful yet gentle type of 
Orgone energy throughout the grid and throughout our homes.

Just last weekend, I used nano...black iron oxide, sourced from pottery supply in mobile phone 
buttons. 

The swarf used was fine brass keyshavings and fine copper. 



About a tablespoon of oxide was mixed well into a bit less than a litre of resin, then hardener added. 
Had to stir really well to make sure resin penetrated the swarf as it was so fine, then drop in quartz 
point 

and little piece of tourmaline. 






















The finished pieces came out jet black on bottom but not so much on top. Gave a few away to trial 
and sold 

a few also. Just need some double sided tape, then place on the back of mobile phone.. 

I refuse to own one of the bloody things, yet other people live with them on 24/7. 

Anyway, happy with the oxide., and the buttons...this was a first for me.

In the first days of Orgonite, probably 2000 or 2001, Don Croft (the Orgonite guru) said to get 
any shavings that you can, dirty or not will not make a difference, he was saying to remove 
the old cigarette butts from the shaving, but you really did not have to do that if you did not 
want to, so worry not about the dirt, it may even add something to the mix. You will make 
good looking Orgonite if you decide to have a business and sell it, otherwise you do not need 
to have it all prettied up 

If you need to make your Orgonite look good, first, it does not need to be a good looking 
piece to gift in nature, actually the worst it look the better, only if you will have that piece 
shown in your home or giving it to someone. 

So if your Orgonite is rough looking, do as Stephen said "double dip"!!!, make a small batch 
of resin with nothing in it, and put your piece in it and remove it, or brush it on, it should give 
you a fine finish 

As far as shells, put as many as you can in the Orgonite, it creates a good spin

Linda, if you like a little more time to work, use the epoxy instead of the polyester resin, 
depending on the kind of epoxy you can have one to 4 hours to work with the mixture, also 
there is no smell, the polyester resin is rather toxic and better done outside, you can do the 
epoxy inside: no smell, the epoxies come in different mix, you can have one where you mix 
half and half, some are one to four ratio, many to choose from, I like the half and half, unless 
it is very warm weather, it will give me couple hours to change the pattern of the crystals if

be three by three, so I put 18 in the container just to make sure, HOWEVER there are a 
few things to make clear about water, no pun intended, I have not been able to make water 
taste as well as when I sit it on a piece of stone/mica that I found near here, after being on 
that stone for 30 or so minutes the taste is extremely smooth, almost oily, (Tony you have 
such a stone), I have tried to charge water with Orgonite, nano, those prill beads, shungite, 
also those balls, but nothing will give as smooth a water as that stone. 

I have discussed that with a PHD friend of mine and he said that the stone may have some

Here come the rescue ‘W., we have been experimenting with different ingredients for the 
Plasterite in going further into simplifying the mixture, so here we are with a new formula that 
according to some very sensitive people is outstanding: mix your plaster with some beach 
sand, the proportions are in volume 4 liters of plaster for 350ml of sand. If your sand comes 
from a beautiful Cape Town beach nothing else to do If you have to buy your sand which 

would probably be washed then you will have to add some unrefined sea salt wto dissolve in 
the water you will use for the plaster. You might want to have 41b of salt for 25 lb of plaster . 
You may add any crystals you want according to what you want to achieve with your piece 
for this particular event. Any shape will do (does not have to be a pyramid, actually better if 
not - old energy -). We are using all sorts of conical molds/glasses, vases, cooking molds, 

cake molds. We have posted all sorts of different shape and form for you to look at 0 
viewtopic.php?f=2&t=6&st=0&sk=t&sd=a&start=30 

And this is what we have found to work the best for releasing the devices from the molds: 
wax your molds with just any car wax, then spray with silicon or any professional release 
agent (made with parafin), we have used a product call Pam (canola oil...not good) and does 
not result in the smooth surface, do not be fooled by this so ordinary plaster stuff it really 
works regardless what any pajama people are saying

Hello Gifter, hello Bluegum 

Why dont we start by making Orgonite a whole lot easier than what we have been doing : no metal, and no resin * 1 »7, this is 
an idea that come from a gent from Germany, he is making Orgonite with only plaster and stones, some crystals and lots of 

other stones: garnet, peridot, amazonite.what ever stones feels good to you, in his mix he had about a dozen different 

stones. 

I have made plenty of plaster Orgonite ( anyone have a name for it ? may be plasterite?) the feel is very good from the report 
of sensitive peoples. 

It is easy to make, take a mold and put a bit of fat in it for release, mix your plaster (I put in a wee bit more water so to be 

very liquid) pour in your mold and add your stones.thats it!!!, now I have found that by putting in it a tablespoon of 

powdered copper per gallon of plaster will increase the energy coming out of it, but by it self it will do fine. 

Plaster is most inexpensive 
No smell 
No sticky mess 

The only thing is that you will not be able to do is put it outside, unless it is under cover, I always put a few coats of shellac 
on mines and it stay in good shape. 

I also found that by crushing the crystals I get a better dispersion of the stones and better output.

As far as a CB (Cloud Booster) is concerned I have found a most wonderful way to create a blue sky (on the same principle 
of the original Broacaster). 

Make a plaster piece, it can be as big as you like, put some shellac on it, for ease of cleaning, leave it inside your house, and 
wrap an electric cord around it, (get a inexpensive cord 20 feet long) wrap it ( dowsed 7 times) and plug a small light into it, 
night light, salt lamp or a string of Christmas light or anything constant. 

Repeat this procedure as many time as you can in your home,the more you do, the more Orgone is going into the power grid. 
Oh I forgot, If you want to put a little metal in your plaster you can put in couple tablespoon of copper sulfate, it is really 
fine and add good color, or any metal oxides to add variety of colors and happiness to the pieces and to your home 
This can be a fun thing to do with the children since plaster is harmless, let them use any type and shape of molds they wish 
(soap molds, cookie molds, any natural vessel). 

Let's make " Plasterite" a part of our environment and have it diffuse a powerful yet gentle type of Orgone energy 
throughout the grid and throughout our homes.
